Boras water is good for washing 
the hands. Coarsely ground oatmeal 

is a fair substitute for soap in wash- 
lie hands. White unscented

A solution of oxalic acid 
will remove fruit stains from the 
hands, hut it must not touch an 
abraded surface. After washing and

application. Wearing kid gloves two 
si/.es too large is helpful in preserving 
the hands. One should have an old 

pair of gloves to take up ashes in,

gloves. If gloves are dipped in not 
very hot linseed oil, they become 
waterproof and may be worn while 
washing. Frequent vigorous rubbing 

of the hands will promote circulation 
and keep the skin in good condition.

There was received at the Trea- 
sury Department a day or two 
one of the most peculiar bank notes 
ecu among the millions upon 
millions of currency notes printed by 
the Government, It was a ISO note, 
110 note, just according to which 

side was up, for, by some remarkable 

mistake, the one side was printed with 
the figures and devices of a ten. 

The note was returned to the I 
sury by the cashier of the First 
Washington National Hank of New 
j . vv ho sent it with rather a sar- 
castic note, intimating that his bank 
was not going into the freak business, 
and added that as the Treasury had 
counted that bill for ISO, he would 
trouble them to send him an ordinary 
|80 note. The affair created a sensa- 
tion, for no one had ever seen such a 
wonderful note before. The matter 
. I'erred to the Department of 

Issue, from which the note had been 
Bent out to the New Jersey hank. 
The mistake was promptly corrected, 
anil an immediate investigation was 

.in. 
A consultation was held with 

General Meredith, the chief of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
He was at first thunderstruck, but his 

amazement soon gave way to intense 
alarm at the palpable evidenee of 
some glaring oversight somewhere. 
The bureau is considered a marvel o( 
ot surveillance and continual 

check and countercheck on every lit- 
tle detail. This mistake having oc- 
curred in one note it musf have occur- 
red in more. All bank notes are 
printed in blocks of four oil one sheet 

i0 sheets in one bundle, so that 
there are alvvavs a thousand notes 
worked off at one printing. The 
thought occurred to him that possibly 
the banks might be flooded with these 
hybrids, which would mean disgrace 
and ridicule on his administration. 

A particularly aggravating feature 
was the fact that Air. Graves, General 

iiih's immediate predei 
had been in the Treasury when the 
mistake was reported and had learned 
all about it. The investigation was 

,-uted with vigor, and yestevday 

General Meredith I'ound tlx> cause id' 
the trouble. It seems that the four 
notes printed on a sheet are not all of 
one denomination. There are always 
three of one kind and the fourth of 
another ; thus, in this ease, three tens 
and a twenty. It vv as an easy task to 
learn just when this bundle had been 
printed and by which plate printers. 
They were examined, and it was 
developed that one sheet of four 
been printed one 
side, had fallen otf the bundle to the 
floor. The assistant who picked it 
up, by some unfortunate oversight, 
turned the sheet upside down when 
she placed it on the bundle. 

The rest is easily understood. 
This sheet was printed on the second 
side, with a tweniy-faee on the three

A visit to the school for deaf -mutes, 

which is situated on Portage Avenue 
in the western pan of the city, might 
be made interesting and instructive to 
several classes ofeit i/ens. Arm-swing- 
ireacbers, political orators, and 
others aooustomed to harangue pop- 
ular assemblies, might learn how to 
put a world of meaning into their ges- 
tures. School teachers might learn a 
good deal about methods of teaching : 
at least, if they found nothing new in 
principle, they might be greatly bene- 
fitted by a study of the applications 

o( their science in a new sphere. Hut 
those who ought especially lo visit 
the institution are parents of deaf- 
mutes, and friends and acquaintances 
of families in which such children are 
found. 'There are, it appears, some 

thirty children of this class in the 

province, whose parents have no ad- 
equate conception of the advantages 
and comforts offered by the school in

ing class of about sixteen of the 
younger pupils. The desk w as . 
ed with a variety id' objects, indi- 
cating that the pupils are largely 
taught by having the things des- 
cribed present before their eves. 
The principal first called up to the 
black-board a boy who had been but 
a few days under instruction, and 
explained the way in which teaching 
is begun. Taking a crayon he wrote 
the letters b-o-o-k. The boy was 
able to indicate on his fingers the 
names of the letters : and when asked 
what they collectively meant, he 
picked up a book. So with the 
words '• knife, " " box, " etc. Then a 
little girl more advanced was called. 
She wrote a sueeesion of sentences 
describing Mrs. MeDermid's acts 
performed with a set of toy dishes 
just before, representing the prepara- 
tion of a cup of tea, and handing it 
to the principal, who drank it. Other 
pupils had acquired some knowledge 
of figures, and some still further 
advanced could write answers to 
questions in geography and other 
branches. There was quite a variety 
In their ages and states of advance- 
ment, the youngest being about seven 
years old, the eldest eighteen, and the 
average probably twelve. The lar- 
ger number are comparatively new 
pupils. Two had received some ins- 
truction in Belleville before coming 
here. The majority are from Win- 
nipeg, though other parts of the pro- 
vince including Branden and Yirden 
are represented. One pupil comes 
from Victoria, B. ('. 

One of the most remarkabl. 
hibitions of the work done was in 
actual conversation between the 
principal and one id' the older girls, 
who was able to understand his words 
from the motions of his lip and ton- 
gue and to speak in answer. She has 
been entirely devoid of hearing 
since she was eight years old ; yet 
she understood spoken words and 
spoke, stating in answer to questions, 
the fact just mentioned : also (hat 
she was from Victoria. B.C., that she 
had formerly lived in Chili. South 
America, thai her parents were horn 
in England, etc. 

Another interesting spectacle was 
the closing of the school work for the 
day. The pupils all assembled in one 
room, and the principal led them in 
the repetition, in sign-language, of 
the I.ork's Prayer. 

In answer to a number of questions, 
Principal MoDermid stated that about 
leu of the pupils now present had at- 
tended the institution since its work 
began, about two years ago, and that 
some five more of the original mem- 
bers arc expected to return shortly. 
The children are mostly Canadians, 
but there are also some of English, 
Irish and Icelandic nationalities. In 
religion the majority are Protestant, 

but some are Catholic. No religions
